applied also to reports he had 
said the American frontier was 
in France. He replied with an 
emphatic y es. 
By way of general reply to 
what has been said. and written 
about a conference he had with 
he senate military affairs com­ 
mittee Tuesday , the President 
permitted newsmen to quote him 
directly on the “lie” and what he 
said was a restatement of United 
States foreign policy . 
Simultaneously , American for­ 
eign policy was a subject of de­ 
nunciation in Rome. Virginio 
Gay da, Fascism’s chief newspa­ 
per spokesman, declared that 
Germany , Japan and Italy would 
have to counter any ex tension of 
United States frontiers into Eu­ 
rope by pushing their own de­ 
fense lines not only to the Pana­ 
ma Canal but also to the Rio 
Grande.

W ashington, Feb. 2 OP)—I t’s 
true w hat they say about Dix ie 
Negroes, watermelons, and chick ­ 
ens. The Agricultural 
D epart­ 
m ent has it all work ed out. 
D epartm ent 
scientists 
came 
out today with a palate poll—a 
digest of w hat Americans lik e to 
eat. They found out, among 
m any other things, that: 
Southern Negroes av erage 30.8 
pounds of watermelons and 12.9 
pounds of poultry a y ear. Resi­ 
dents of the North Atlantic states 
eat only 3.9 pounds of waterm el­ 
on, by contrast. 
The 
southern 
Negroes 
eat 
more poultry than people in any 
other region ex cept those in the 
North Atlantic states, who av er­ 
age 16.2 pounds a y ear. 
The poll was tak en among rep­ 
resentativ e families of employ ed 
laborers and clerical work ers, and 
it has the tastes brok en down 
into eight m ajor geographical 
sections.
